FOR TO-MORROW. ~ 


Anovr noon to-day fire broke out in one 
of -a blook of large: houses in Quoon’s 
Roud Weat, opposite the Government 
Civil Hospital, The high wind fanned 
tho flames ao much that, within o very 
short time the twu. adjoining honsea 
wore burning. Tho Fire Brigades, which 
were vory promptly. on the spot, kept 
the fico from sproading farther, although 
for fully half-an-hour tho. old P. & 0. 
8. N. 0o.'s godowna and the houses 
on the other ‘sida of the strest were’ 
seriously menaced. Tho threa houses wera 
completely gutted, and another one on the 
eastside was a little damaged, A Inno so- 
parates the buildings from the godowns on 
tho west, and thore can hardly.be any doubt 
that but for thia the godowna must have 
been set on fire too, se great was the vo- 
lume of fame driven in that direction by 
the wind. Tho dangor to the houses onthe 
opposive sida of tho atroct too, kopt the 
Vire Brigade perpetustly on the watch and 
novessitated the hoses being turned on 
them frequently, Within an hour the fire 
was completely got under. Mr Wodehouse 
wasin command of the Government Brigade 
and the Volunteors wore under the direc- 
tion of Br Mallory. ‘Tho ground ficors-of 
the three houses destroyed were occupied 
as second-hand clothes shops, and the 
upper floors were dwelling houses, The fire 
began in tho lower floor of No. 171, but 
tho mannot ‘of its origin was unknown,—A 
firo’ occurred in a dwelling-houso in 
Chung Sau Lane, Queen's Road West, 
about six o’clook this morning. A widow 
named Tam Ayan, it appears, had 
litnome joss-aticks in an unoceupied cock- 
loft on the ground floor shout threo o'clock, 
and shortly before six she noticed the placo 
to be onfiro, Having made an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to ‘extinguish the fire the wo- 
man taking hor three children with her loft 
the house. The place was soon entirely in 
flamos, but the Fire Brigades were abla 
fortunately to save tho adjoining houses. 


A youne Pottuguese named de Jesus, who 
had-for many years been engaged, aa a 
clerk at the Hung-hom Docks, was some 
timo since arrested on a charge of robbing 
the Hongkong and Whampoa Dock Goin:

trary, we believe, to the Home practice in 
similar cases, the bail haviag been fixed at 
$400. When the case was called up on 
remand, a gentleman who practises o8 o 
solicitur in this Ovlony appeared on behalf 
of the defendant, and informed the Magis- 
trate thot his client had ‘gone vut foro 
walk,’ which’ euphonism. we understand is 
looked upon as. smart legal ‘slang. for 
‘having evaded justice.’ The farco of 
calling three times for tha client ‘thus.re- 
presented by Mr Webber wasgone through, 
and the case was furthor romandod-—to 
give Mr Webber's client an opportunity of 
returning from the constitutional which ho 
had taken just as the Police’ Magistrate 
wad about to call his case. . At the Magis- 
tracy yesterday the concluding step of 
this contemptible proceeding was taken, 
and the recognisances of Des. Jesus’ bail 
wore estreated. That is to say, Mr Web- 
ber handed over the $400, the prica paid 
for the avasion of Justice in thia particular 
case. . Perhaps the sale was cheap at the 
price, ond perhaps all concerned know that 
the bargain was of 4 most accommodating 
kind. It mattora not who paid the 
money, of whose immediate interest 
it was that theinquiry should have been 
prevented at the cost of $400 or 
$500. The De Jesus stealer of paint, and 
his friends, have stecceeded admirably, 50 
far as now appeara, in covering up tho 
tracka of- this long-standing and serious 
ayatem of robbery from a public Company. 
This is not so very surprising, if the num- 
ber of the’ sdherents of the De Jesus be as 
great as is gonerally reported. It is even 
alleged that Mr De Jesus is not the only 
porson who haa ¢ gone for a walk,” in con- 
sequence of this disgraceful business 3 and 
the conviction is now gaining ground that 
those concerned inthe prosecution of this 
case—either the Police, or’ the Dock Com- 
peny authorities—have bean out-witted in 
a most wondorful raanner, or have quictly 
thrown up the sponge, .

During the lifetime of Emperor Fro- 
derick the prosent Emperor was undoubt- 
edly on bad terms with his parent, bat 
sinco his accession t> the throne his de- 
meanvur toward his mother, both in public 
aud private, has baen all that could be 
asked. ‘The question is ‘whether Emperor 
William has suficient force of character 
and conviction to resist the baneful pres- 
auro of the war party and anti-Liberal sec.
